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Heavy  marketings  of  neat  animals  at  only  slightly  lower  prices  were  especially 
important  in  maintaining  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  half  of 
191*4  at  a  higher  level  than  in  1943.  Larger  sales  of  wheat,  cotton,  and  fruits  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  as  a  result  of  particularly  favorable  crops,  with  marketings 
of  cattle  and  calves  continuing  to  show  substantial  gains  during  most  of  the  period, 
raised  total  income  from  farm  marketings  for  October  about  8  percent  above  1943.  Total 
cash  receipts  remained  relatively  high  during  the  rest  of  the  year.

Preliminary  Estimates  for  Decem'ber  and  January 
The  tentative  estimate  for  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
during  January  is  1,^60  million,  dollars,  S  percent  helow  the  estimate 
for  Decem'ber  of  IzJOk  million  dollars  hut  2  percent  ahove  January  19UU. 
Receipts  from  crops  dropped  15  percent  from  Decemher  Is,  ahout  the  regular 
seasonal  decline.    A  significant  decrease  in  income  from  fruits  and, nuts  took 
place  as  p.  resiilt  of  a  sharp  drop  in  marketings  of  deciduous  fruits,  and  a 
decline  in  the  price  of  oranges.,      Receipts  from  cotton  ajid  cottonseed 
dropped  less  than  seasonally  hecause  delayed  harvesting  held  hack  marketings 
'  nd  BJn.  unusually  large  part  of  the  cotton  crop  w&s  still  on  hand  the  first 
of  the  year.

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  3  percent. 
Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  oropped  rather  sharply  as  a  result  of 
a  marked  seasonal  decrease  in  turkey  marketings  and  reduced  quantities 
of  chickens  sold  although  prices  for  chickens  increased  slightly. 
Receipts  from  dairy  products  rose  as  total  milk  production  increased 
although  some  decline  in  prices  occurred,.     Only  a  small  upward  change 
took  place  in  income  from  meat  animals  for  the  increase  in  receipts 
from  hogs  was  nearly  offset  hy  the  drop  in  income  from  cattle  and 
calve  = 

Preliminary  estimates  now  place  total  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
for  Decemh^r  at  1,70U  million  dollars    compared  i^ith  the  tentative  estimate 
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of  1,857  million  dollars  pu"bl:i shed  last  month.    Income  from  crops  is  now 
estimated-  at  786  million  dollars  instead  of  S.SO.  million  dollars.     The  ^^reatest 
difference  in  the  estimates  by  com.modity  groups  v/as  in  receipts  from  cotton 
and  cottonseed  which  were  placed  at  2"^0  million  dollars  for  December  last 
month  but  have  now  been  dropped  to  l6U  million  dollars.     It  was  expected  that 
delayed  maturity  and  harvesting  of  the  cotton  crop  would  resiilt  in  unusually 
large  miarketings  of  cotton  in  December  as  had  occurred  in  November.

According  to  the  revised  estimate,   total  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  for  November  were  2,1S8  million  dollars.     This  is  10  percent  less 
than  October  and  9  percent' above  November  19^-^.     Total  receipts  from  crop 
marketings  in  the  United  States  during  November  were        percent  above  November 
I9U3.     There  was  wide  variation  in  income  from  crops  by  regions.     The  receipts 
ranged  from  9  percent  below  19U3  in  the  Western  Pegion,   to  57  percent  above 
last  year  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region..    In, the  Western  Region  income  from 
dry  field  peas  dropped  abruptly  as  a  result  of  the  rather  sharp  decline  in 
production.     Income  from  flaxse-ed  was  also  low  because  of  the  relatively  small 
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acreage  harvested  in  Montana.     Heavy  sales  of  totacco  in  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina,  as  the  result  of  especially  favorahle  crops,  and  increased income 
from  the  large  cotton  crop  accotmt^'ed'  for  most  of  the  gain  in  receipts  from 
crop  marketings  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region. 

Total  volume  of  production  in  Novemher  was  7  percent  greater  than  in 
the  same  month  last  year.     Ihe  volume  of  crops  produced  was  29  percent  atove 
Xgli^  ■b■^t  the  volume  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  6  percent  "below 
last  year. 

Receipts  f.rora  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  country  as  a 
v/hole,   in  November,  were  k  percent  helow  19^"^.     As  compared  with  November  of 
last  year,   income  ranged  from  11  percent  below  in  the  Western  Region  to 
9  percent  above  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.     Income  from  meat  animals  was 
relatively  low  in  most  States  and  receipts  from  all  types  dropped  rather 
sharply  throughout  the  V/estern  Region.     Income  from  most  poultry  products 
also  declined.     Receipts  from  chickens  fell  off  because  of  price  decreases. 
Receipts  from  broilers  droi.ped  as  a  result    of  decreased  marketings.  Income 
from  turkeys  declined  as  marketings  decreased,  but  prices  showed  no  substant 
change.    He^^rv  marketings  of  hogs  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania 
and  increar-ed  sales  of  eggs  in  nearly  all  States  resulted  in  sharp  gains 
in  receiptc,  from  thrse  products  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region. 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  United  States  during  the  period  January 
through  rov.mber,  were  12  percent  above  19^-^.     AH  regions  showed  increases 
as  comparec  with  a  year  earlier.     The  sm.allest  percentage  increase  was  made 
the  w'cst  North  Central  Region  with  a  2  percent  gain,  and  the  largest  increase 
occurred  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  which  showed  a  20  percent  gain. 
Decreases  occurred  in  all  States  in  the  West  North  Central  Region,   except  in 
Missouri  and  Kansas.     The  sharp  reduction  in  flaxseed  acreage  in  all  States 
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resulted  in  a  severe  decrease  in  income  from-  oil-tearing  crops  for  the  Region. 
The  large  wheat  and  corn  crops  brought  about  sharp  increases  in  income  in 
nearly  all  States.     Increased  soyhean  acreage  and  higher  prices  also  resulted 
in  significant  gains  in  income  in  most  of  the  major  producing  States  and  a 
su'bsta-ntial  increase  in  receipts  for  the  Region  occurred.  Outstanding 
increases  in  income  from  tohacco  were  made  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  and  Georgia,  which  v/ere  responsible  for  a  large  part  of  the  20 
percent  gain  in  receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.  These 
increases  resulted  from  the  record  crops  produced  in  most  States  in  the 
Region.     In  spite  of  considerable  hurricane  damage  in  Florida,  receipts  from 
oranges  for  the  first  11  months  in  that  State-  shovied  a  Ul  percent  increase 
over  I9U3,  and  income  from  grapefruit  also  made  a  substantial  gain.  Receipts 
from  cotton  v;ere  much  greater  than  last  year,  especially  in  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia* 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  11-month  period 
were  more  uniform  in  relation  to  the  previous  year  than  income  from  crops. 
The  percentage  change  for  livestock  ranged  from  2  percent  abosre  19^3  in  the  ; 
South  Central  Region  to  10  percent  above  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.  [ 
Increased  milk  production .  in  all  States  was  responsible  for  a  substantial 
gain  in  income  from  sale  of  milk  in  the  South  Central  Region.  Significant 
gains  in  market-"ngs  of  calves  and  chickens  also  brought  about  relatively 
large  gains  in  income  for  the  Region,  while  receipts  from  eggs  and  pheep 
and  lambs  dropped  rather  sharply.     In  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  heav;'"  sales 
of  cattle,  hogs,  calves,  chickens  and  milk,   in  spite  of  slightly  lov/er  p^^lces, 
resulted  in  increased  receipts,  and  accovinted  for  most  of  the  10  percent  gain 
for  the  Region  compared  with  a  year  earlier.

Receipts  from 
soybeans  were  much  higher  in  all  major  producing  States.      Income  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  during  Novemher  dropped  9  percent  helow  last 
year.    Receipts  from  hogs  decreased  sharply  in  ail  ^tates  and  income  from 
cattle  declined  significantly  in  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Iowa.

Decided  gain  was  made  in  income  from  to"bacco,  as  a 
result  "of  the  very  faTora"ble  crop.     Increased  receipts  from  oranges  was 
also  a  major  factor  in  "bringing  ahout  the  gain  for  the  Region  as  a  whole. 
Income  from  cotton  wa^  also  high,  largely  as  a  result  of  rather  sharp 
increases  in  market irigs ■ in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  11-month  period  were  10  percent- 
greater  than  last  year.

Total  receipts  from  crop  marketings  for  the  period  January  through 
November  were  I9  percent  above  19^3.     Income  from  wheat  rose  abruptly  in 
Oklahoma  and  Texas,  bringing  about  a  sharp  increase  for  the  Region.  Receipts 
from  cotton  were  relatively  high  in  most  of  the' major  producing  States 
and  a  substantial  increase  occurred  for  the  Region  as  a  whole.     Income  from 
tobacco,  peaches  and  truck  crops  also  made  large  gains.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products,  for  the  first  11  months,  were  2  percent 
above  19^3.     Income  from  calves,  chickens  and  milk  showed  greatest  gains, 
with  increases  shared  quite  uniformly  by  all  States, 

Vfestern  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  during  November  in  the  V/e stern  Region  were  9  percer 
below  last  year.     Income  from  fruits  declined  noticeably,  with  receipts 
from  grapes  and  oranges  declining  sharply  in  California,     Receipts  from  i 
flaxseed  were  also  low  due  largely  to  the  decided  decrease  in  marketings  in  ^ 
Montana,    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  November  were 
11  percent  below  19^3*     Income  from  all  types  of  meat  animals  fell  off 
sharply  in  nearly  all  States,  and  income  from  poultry  also  declined. 

Income  from  crops  for  the  period  January  through  November  showed  an 
11  percent  gain  over  last  year.    Receipts  from  wheat  rose  sharply  as  income 
increased  particularly  in  V/ashington,  Oregon  and  California.    Receipts  for 
potatoes  rose  sharply  for  the  Region  as  noticeable  increases  took  place  in 
all  of  the  larger  producing  States,     Income  from  oranges  also  made  a 
significant  increase,  reflecting  the  favorable  crop  in  California.  Income 
from  gra-oes  and  apricots  also  increased  sharply.    Receipts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  for  the  first  11  months  were  k  percent  above  19^3, 
Income  from  cattle,  hogs,  milk  and  turkeys  was  especially  high  in  the  Region, 
but  receipts  from  sheep  and  lambs  dropped  sharply  in  all  States. 

CAMDIAN  AGRICULTURAL  PROGRAlJl  FOR  I9U5 

The  fifth  national  wartime  conference  to  plan  the  agricultural 
program  in  Canada  for  I9U5  was  recently  held  in  Ottawa.     It  was  estimated 
that  a  wheat  area  8  percent  less  than  19^^  on  the  basis  of  normal  yields  would 
provide  a  crop  large  enough  to  meet  all  export  and  domestic  demands  and 
leave  a  carry-over  of  more  than  100,000,000  bushels.    An  increase  of  12  percent 
in  acreage  of  oats  was  suggested.    Barley  acreage  was  also  stepped  up 
to  furnish  greater  supT^lies  for  livestock  feeding  as  well  as  to  provide  for  ^ 
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increased  demands  for  malting  piirposes.    Reserve  stocks  of  both  oats  and 
barley  have  diminished  since  the  large  crops  of  19^2  and  the  maintenance  of 
these  reserves  at  a  safe  level  in  view  of  increasing  livestock  numbers  has 
only  been  possible  by  use  of  larger  quantities  of  v;heat  for  feed. 

Heavy  hog  production  will  continue  to  be  needed  in  19^5*    This  was 
indicated  by  the  extension  of  the  Canada- Uni ted  Kingdom  bacon  agreement  to 
the  end  of  19^6  whereby  hog  producers  are  guaranteed  a  market  (at  present 
prices)  for  all  the  hogs  they  can  raise.    As  a  result  of  the  continuation 
of  the  high  demand,  a  repetition  of  the  record  19^^  hog  production  is 
suggested  for  19^5* 

The  United  Kingdom  has  ass\ired  the  Canadian  cattle  raisers  that 
they  stand  ready  to  purchase  any  quantity  of  beef  that  the  Canadian  farmers 
will  deliver.     It  is  expected  that  total  marketings  of  cattle  in  I9U5  may 
exceed  19^  by  100,000  head,    Further  expansion  of  cattle  numbers  on  farms 
is  not  recommended  as  it  is  believed  that  the  record  number  on  hand  in  19^^ 
was  sufficient  to  insure  ample  supplies  of  beef  in  19^5  19^+6, 

Slaughterings  of  calves  will  probably  increase  about  10  percent  in 
19^5  3-s  a  result  of  greater  numbers  of  both  dairy  and  beef  cows  on  farms 
and  a  tendency  of  dairymen  to  expand  their  herds  during  the  past  2  or  3  years. 

Marketings  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  19^5  "re  expected  to  remain  close 
to  the  19^^  level  as  ws,rtime  demands  for  mutton  and  wool  have  already 
brought  about  a  relatively  high  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  ranches. 

To  allow  for  5  percent  increase  in  butter  production  and  3  "to  5 
percent  gain  in  the  consumption  of  fluid  milk>  it  was  recommended  that  total 
milk  production  be  increased  by  about  ^00  million  pounds. 

Although  expansion  in  poultry  flocks  is  not  recommended,  total  egg 
production  in  19^5  is  expected  to  shov/  a  substantial  advance  over  19^^  and 
production  of  poultry  meats  will  probably  increase  slightly. 

The  apple  crop  in  19^5  will  probably  be  about  I5  percent  smaller  than 
the  19^^  crop  and  apricot  production  may  drop  as  much  as  ^3  percent. 
Most  other  tree  fruits  as  well  as  berries  and  grapes  are  expected  to  show 
substantial  increases. 

It  is  suggested  that  523»600  acres  of  potatoes  be  planted  in  19^5 
which,  at  average  yields,  would  provide  about  72  million  bushels.  Although 
the  acreage  requested  is  2  percent  less  than  was  planted  in  19^^,  the  I9U5 
crop  v;ould  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  probable  demands  since  require- 
ments both  for  dehydration  and  for  noncivilian  uses  will  be  Iwss  than  last  year. 

It  is  expected  that  dehydration  of  vegetables  in  19^5  will  be 
curtailed  as  compared  v/ith  19^  and  some  reduction  in  plantings  of  cabbage, 
carrots,  and  turnips  is  looked  for.    Production  of  other  fresh  vegetables 
at  I9UU  levels  is  requested  in  19^5. 

Acreages  of  the  four  principal  vegetable  crops  raised  for  processing 
increased  considerably  in  19^^  over  19^3*    The  same  acreages  are  recommended 
in  19^5  for  beans  end  corn,  but  slight  reductions  in  acreages  of 
peas  and  tomatoes  are  suggested.
